MANY THANKS for nice letters, hope to continue to merit you business. 
TREATMENT—WMix tablespoon of Lysol in gallon water; soak 3 hours; plant wet. 


PLANTING—Start planting usually in your district when the Lilacs start blooming, 
and every ten days thereafter till June 1st, for continuous bloom till frost. 


SPRAYING—Do not wait till thrip show up, play safe, start when they are six inches 
high, then once-a-week. Use heaping tablespoon of 50 percent wettable DDT per 
gallon of water. 


DIGGING—Start digging 6 to 8 weeks after flowering, do not wait till tops die down 
but at the first sign. We water 2 weeks after flowering, wait 4 weeks more and start 
digging. Start on the early ones first as they will usually be ready first. 


Drying—in mild sunshine to 85 degrees F. If hotter, shade a little. We like ten days 
to dry. 


Storing—Don’t have them too deep in your containers—not over 2 corms deep. 


Cleaning—Three weeks after digging they clean the easiest—pull off old corm and 
roots and dust liberally with 5 or 10 percent DDT. Dust. Discard all diseased corms.

From my observation are not as hardy as the six above. They are winter growers, some of 
them would survive in very mild climate perhaps. A very good friend of mine has criticised my 
suggesting them as ‘‘cool Greenhouse subjects” (33 F. to 55 F. above zero), stating that no Gladiolus 
were Greenhouse plants. That is true in their native land, because they are native of semi- 
tropical climates, and since they insist on growing in winter. If a person lives in a climate that 
gets down to 40 below zero, and wants some of these charming little things, and can grow them 
other than in a cool Greenhouse I’d be most happy to learn about it. Some of them might 
possibly take 25 F. above, though I doubt it. ORCHIDS originally in the wilds weren’t greenhouse 
plants either.
